dairy men in their q u est fo r a 1971 
in crease in federal milk p rice su p ­ 
p o rts. At the same time, a n ew rep o rt 
sho ws the n atio n ’s three larg est dairy 
co o p erativ es were the p rin cip al 
fin an cial backers o f Mills’ brief 19 72 
p residen tial camp aig n . 
The rep o rt sho ws the Mills camp aig n 
g o t 23 .5 p er cen t o f its itemized co n ­ 
tribu tio n s fro m the n atio n ’s three 
larg est dairy co -o p erativ es, in clu din g 
o n e that also aided his camp aig n with 
ap p aren tly illeg al co rp o rate mo n ey . 
The three g ian t co -o p erativ es g av e 
$54,100 o f the to tal $23 1,027 in itemized 
co n tribu tio n s, acco rdin g to the rep o rt 
by 
R alp h 
N ader’s Tax 
Refo rm 
Research Gro u p . 
The rep o rt, released Mo n day , was 
based o n p u blic reco rds an d do esn ’t 
co u n t mo n ey g iv en to the Mills cam ­ 
p aig n in secret befo re a n ew camp aig n 
fin an ce law to o k effect Ap ril 7, 19 72. 
“The milk p eo p le hav e alway s been 
frien dly with me in my state,” Mills 
said in a telev isio n in terv iew. “I’v e g o t 
a n u mber o f them in three co u n ties in 
my state who o p erate these g rade-A 
dairies.” 
Mills sp o ke o n a Pu blic Bro adcastin g 
Serv ice in terv iew p ro g ram. 
He said that in 1971 he help ed set u p a 
meetin g in the o ffice o f Ho u se Sp eaker 
Carl Albert, du rin g which two co -o p 
o fficials p ressed White Ho u se lo bby ist 
Clark MacGreg o r fo r a p rice in crease. 
Mills also said he sp o ke to Treasu ry 
Secretary Geo rg e P. Shu ltz abo u t the 
m atter. 


The White Ho u se, den y in g 
that 
Presiden t Nix o n o rdered the in crease 
becau se o f mo n ey that the three hu g e 
co -o p s g av e to his o wn 19 72 camp aig n , 
cited these actio n s by Mills as p art o f 
“ heav y p ressu re fro m the Co n g ress” 
fo r a bo o st in milk p rice su p p o rts. 


Mills den ied that 
his actio n s 
amo u n ted to p ressu re. “ I do n ’t co n ­ 
sider that p ressu re by an y mean s 
becau se I didn ’t twist so mebo dy ’s arm 
an d tell him ‘Yo u ’v e g o t to do this o r 
else,” ’ he said. “ I’v e n ev er do n e that.” 
The larg est sin g le g ift to Mills’ 
cam p aig n was $25 ,000 fro m the 
p o litical tru st o f 
Asso ciated 
Milk 
Pro du cers, In c., the larg est dairy co ­ 
o p erativ e in the n atio n . Dairy men In c. 
g av e $12,500 an d Mid-America Dairy ­ 
men g av e $16 ,000. 
Presiden t Nix o n receiv ed at least 
$43 7,000 fro m these sam e g ro u p s, bu t 
the mo n ey amo u n ted to less than o n e 
p er cen t o f the to tal $6 0 millio n raised 
by his camp aig n . 
In additio n to the reco rded an d 
ap p aren tly leg al dairy g ifts to Mills’ 
camp aig n , Asso ciated Milk Pro du cers 
In c. also dip p ed in to its co rp o rate 
treasu ry to p ay salaries an d ex p en ses 
o f two wo rkers in the early draft-Mills 
camp aig n , befo re he declared himself 
an activ e can didate. 
This ap p aren tly illeg al co rp o rate 
do n atio n was made p u blic o n ly last 
week. “ If I’d had an y kn o wledg e, 
certain ly it wo u ld n o t hav e been 
receiv ed,” Mills said. "Bu t I was 
u n aware o f what was g o in g o n in the 
so called 
draft-Mills’ 
(cam p aig n ).”

NEW YORK (AP) — Hal Bo y le, a 
g en tle sp irit in an u n g en tle wo rld, has 
died at 6 3 . 
Haro ld Vin cen t Bo y le was fo r 3 0 
y ears as mu ch a fix tu re in hu n dreds o f 
American n ewsp ap ers as the weather 
rep o rt. His p ro mise was alway s, in 7,- 
6 80 co lu mn s fo r The Asso ciated Press, 
a brig hter to mo rro w. 
Bo y le died o f a heart attack at his 
ho me here Mo n day . 
Fu n eral arran g em en ts ten tativ ely 
in clu de a memo rial serv ice in New 
Yo rk, where he wo rked mo re than half 
his life as a daily co lu mn ist. Bu rial will 
be in Kan sas City , Mo ., the p lace o f his 
birth. 
Bo y le’s death came fo u r mo n ths 
after he had learn ed that he was the 
v ictim o f a rare, crip p lin g , in cu rable 
d i s e a s e — a m y o tr o p h ic l a t e r a l 
schlero sis. The disease is m o re 
co mmo n ly kn o wn as “ Lo u Gehrig ’s 
disease” becau se it felled the famed 
baseball p lay er. 
In his last co lu mn , which ap p eared 
Feb. 22, Bo y le wro te: 
becau se writin g it has been ... a mag ic 
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W eather

adv en tu re that en abled me to meet 
tho u san ds o f p eo p le, 6 7 co u n tries an d 
ev ery co n tin en t bu t the An tarctic. 
“ I am so mewhat abashed that my 
wo rdag e o u tp u t is fo u r times mo re 
than that o f William Shakesp eare. Bu t 
I sav o r the fact that it en abled me to 
hav e mo re by lin ed sto ries o n the main 
wires o f The Asso ciated Press than 
an y o ther writer in its 126 y ears.” 
Bo y le wo n early fame as a war 
co rresp o n den t. Bu t in the u n settled 
times between co n flicts he so laced an d 
so o thed millio n s o f readers with g en tle 
tho u g hts su ch as this: 
“ If the Lo rd whisp ers in y o u r secret 
heart that y o u had bu t o n e mo n th to 
liv e an d let p ick that mo n th, which 
wo u ld y o u cho o se. I’d say Octo ber. 
“ The win d o f n ig ht n o w has beco me 
a v io lin p lay in g a lo v e so n g fo r the 
y o u n g , a last tu n e o f y o u th fo r the 
o ld...” 
Bo y le, with tho u san ds o f G Is, 
stu mbled in to Wo rld War II o n the 
sho res o f Africa. He walked with them 
to Berlin , then lu g g ed his ty p ewriter to 
the Pacific theater to chro n icle their 
daily ex p erien ces o n that fro n t. 
His co lu mn became a stap le in mo re 
than 700 n ewsp ap ers. He wro te abo u t 
su ch thin g s as “the dazed relief o f 
climbin g o u t o f the ditch, mo men ts 
later weak-kn eed bu t kn o win g fo r the 
first time ho w wo n derfu l it is to be 
really aliv e... when so meo n e is try in g 
to take life fro m y o u .”

He said an in stru m en t abo ard 
Marin er which was sweep in g sp ace in 
search o f a mo o n was desig n ed to 
search fo r an atm o sp here aro u n d 
Mercu ry an d had n o t been ex p ected to 
detect stellar radiatio n . 
Dr. Jam es Du n n e, Marin er p ro ject 
scien tist, said the co n fu sio n aro se 
when bo th Mercu ry an d the o bject 
g rew fain ter as M arin er sho t away 
fro m Mercu ry at 24 ,000 miles an ho u r. 
He ex p lain ed that q u ick calcu latio n s 
in dicated that the o bject’s mo v emen t 
an d chan g e in brig htn ess co u ld be the 
p attern o f a mo o n circlin g the p lan et. 
“That was an u n fo rtu n ate co in ­ 
ciden ce that fo o led u s,” Du n n e said. 
He said that after the mo o n theo ry 
was an n o u n ced at a n ews co n feren ce 
Su n day “a co u p le o f brig ht y o u n g 
n av ig atio n scien tists” n o ticed there 
was a star in the area an d mig ht be 
what was believ ed a mo o n .

In du stries in clu ded in the latest 
deco n tro l actio n were ban ks an d o ther 
fin an cial in stitu tio n s, the ap p arel 
in du stry , ho tels, mo tio n p ictu res an d 
fu rn itu re an d ho me fu rn ishin g s. 
Co u n cil directo r Jo hn T. Du n lo p said 


these in du stries did n o t hav e serio u s 
in flatio n p ro blems, bu t it n ev ertheless 
was likely there wo u ld be so me p rice 
in creases. 
Du n lo p said the in du stries re ­ 
main in g su bject to co n tro ls were tho se 
where in flatio n ary p ressu res were 
co n sidered the wo rst. Besides fo o d, 
steel an d health, in du stries still su b­ 
ject to co n tro ls in clu de co p p er, retail 
au to sales, machin ery , co n stru ctio n 
an d wag es o f state an d lo cal g o v ern ­ 
m en t em p lo y es, in clu din g scho o l 
teachers. 
Ho wev er, u n less Co n g ress g ran ts a 
last-m in u te rep riev e to the ad­ 
m in istratio n ’s co n tro ls, all co n tro ls 
will en d Ap ril 3 0. The admin istratio n 


has asked au tho rity to co n tin u e co n ­ 
tro ls in so me sp ecific areas, su ch as 
health an d co n stru ctio n , bu t Co n g ress 
so far has in dicated it p refers to let the 
en tire p ro g ram die Ap ril 3 0.

Cut D em an d 
For Energy 
Panel U rges 


WASHINGTON (A P) - A Ford 
Foundation study says the government 
should seriously consider steps to slow 
or halt the growth of energy demand 
instead of concentrating on fullseale 
development of energy resources. 
The report, released over the 
weekend, said most of the nation’s 
remaining fossil fuels are in public 
lands and offshore. 
It added that “ the pace at which the 
federal lands are opened can play a 
key role in determining the over-all 
rate of energy growth, the mix of fuels 
and the degree to which the nation 
must rely on imports.” 
The two-year private study by th e 
foundation’s Energy Policy Project 
noted that 
“ for the present, th e 
decision has been made to rapidly 
develop all federal energy resources 
simultaneously.” 
But the report asserted: “ It will be 
far more difficult to ensure a fair 
return to the public from the leasing of 
its resources and to protect the envi­ 
ronment under a program of rapid 
development.” 
The study said the country’s growth 
rate of energy demand, now about 3.4 
per cent a year, could be continued 
through this century with 
all-out 
development of resources. 
However, it said this growth rate 
could instead be cut in half, with no 
major disadvantages, by a concerted 
effort to conserve energy through 
better use of it.

Ronald Reagan says he sometimes is 
accused of dying his hair and using 
makeup, but he does neither.

Republican adds that his waistline 
cornes more from a lucky metabolism 
rate than from exercise. 


Reagan, considered a possible 
candidate for president in 197 6 , said in 
a weekend interview that “ half the 
Capitol press corps has sneaked over 
to my barber to find out” if he dyes his 
hair.

All stro kes mean that the blo o d 
su p p ly to a p articu lar p art o f the brain 
has been in terfered with. Blo o d that 
co n tain s o x y gen is the lifelin e o f 
n o u rishmen t to the brain . 
Bo th large an d small blo o d v essels 
carry this v ital blo o d su p p ly fro m the 
heart to v ario u s p arts o f the brain . 
When the blo o d circu latio n in the large 
arteries is affected by a clo t o r a 
hemo rrhage, majo r sy mp to ms be­ 
co me o bv io u s. 
There may be an in ability to sp eak 
o r a p araly sis o f the arm o r leg, de­ 
p en din g o n the sp ecific p art o f the 
brain that is affected.

It is no secret that as 
a result of the preliminary agreements 
in 1972 this country gave up much 
while Russia was permitted numerical 
superiority in many areas. The 
strange reasoning behind this then was 
that this numerical advantage would 
be offset by American technological 
superiority, supposedly creating a

type of defense capability equality. 
If this line of reasoning continues 
through SALT II, however, America 
will be literally signing away her 
position as the defender of the free 
world. I might add it is no small sur­ 
prise that while we have limited arms, 
Russia has moved full steam ahead 
with her weapons production and 
advanced greatly through the help of 
American technology 
provided 
by 
other detente exchange agreements. 
Most alarmingly, by allowing 
the 
Soviets to catch up and even gain 
weapon parity under this false 
scheme, we are letting the balance of 
military might swing decidedly in 
Russia’s favor. The Soviet Union is 
now ahead of the U. S. in every 
category of military equipment. The 
Russian Air Force and Navy passed us 
about four years ago and the Soviets 
have always been stronger than us on 
the ground. In fact, this frightening 
parity “ scorecard” reveals that we 
are short 8,500 aircraft, have 300 fewer 
ships than last year and lag behind 
terribly in developing new weapons. 
Defense experts claim U. S. sur­ 
veillance, 
interceptor 
aircraft, 
missiles and missile defenses are 
frightfully 
inadequate, 
making 
us 
vulnerable to enemy attack from 
almost anywhere on the globe. Most of 
them believe that if the present trend 
continues, the U. S. will be at a 
hopeless disadvantage by 1980. 
While we are mothballing ships and 
closing down bases, the Russians are 
building more missiles, testing new 
long-range weapons and developing 
multiple independently-targetable re­ 
entry vehicles (or M IRV’s) before 
western intelligence predicted they 
would. They are also coming up with 
submarine launched nuclear missiles 
similar to the Trident long before 
anybody ever thought they would. 
The great strides made in Russian 
naval might are very disturbing to me. 
The Soviet Union is on a crash naval 
building program. She outnumbers the 
U. 
S. 
in 
the 
highly 
strategic 
Mediterranean Sea, having 80 war­ 
ships to our 60. She is also growing in 
power in the Indian Ocean, will have 
the advantage over everyone else 
when the Suez Canal reopens and could 
slip right in if we stupidly should 
relinquish control of the Panama 
Canal. 
Meanwhile, 
our own ship 
construction is nowhere comparable to 
theirs and hasn’t been for quite some 
years. During the decade of 1962 to 
1972, the Russians built a total of 911 
warships and we constructed 263. 
Since 1960, Soviet anti-ship missiles 
have jumped in number from 400 to 
1400. The average age of the American 
ship has also jumped from six to 18 in 
the period from 1950 to 1968, and that 
is, by no means, a sign of progress. 
Even worse, the number of ships in the 
U. S. Navy’s active fleet has dropped 
from nearly a thousand to 500 since 
1962. 
Certainly, arms control or the 
strength of a defense system is not 
entirely based on numbers. But these 
statistics clearly indicate that we have 
some critically important policy 
decisions to make before we do any 
more bargaining at SALT. Detente by 
no means should imply that the U. S. 
will take a backseat to Russia simply 
to ease cold war tensions. That would 
be positively ludicrous, but the way 
things have been going I have my 
fears. And, we simply cannot afford to 
sink the U. S. Navy by going overboard 
with future SALT concessions.

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Aid To Dairymen 
Admitted By Mills 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Rep. Wilbur 
D. Mills has confirmed that he aided 
dairymen in their quest for a 1971 
increase in federal milk price sup­ 
ports. At the same time, a new report 
shows the nation’s three largest dairy 
cooperatives w ere the principal 
financial backers of Mills’ brief 1972 
presidential campaign. 
The report shows the Mills campaign 
got 23.5 per cent of its itemized con­ 
tributions from the nation’s three 
largest dairy co-operatives, including 
one that also aided his campaign with 
apparently illegal corporate money. 
The three giant co-operatives gave 
$54,100 of the total $231,027 in itemized 
contributions, according to the report 
by 
Ralph N ader’s Tax Reform 
Research Group. 
The report, released Monday, was 
based on public records and doesn’t 
count money given to the Mills cam­ 
paign in secret before a new campaign 
finance law took effect April 7, 1972. 
“The milk people have always been 
friendly with me in my state,’’ Mills 
said in a television interview. “I’ve got 
a number of them in three counties in 
my state who operate these grade-A 
dairies.’’ 
Mills spoke on a Public Broadcasting 
Service interview program. 
He said that in 1971 he helped set up a 
meeting in the office of House Speaker 
Carl Albert, during which two co-op 
officials pressed White House lobbyist 
Clark MacGregor for a price increase. 
Mills also said he spoke to Treasury 
Secretary George P. Shultz about the 
matter. 


The White House, denying that 
President Nixon ordered the increase 
because of money that the three huge 
co-ops gave to his own 1972 campaign, 
cited these actions by Mills as part of 
“heavy pressure from the Congress” 
for a boost in milk price supports. 


Mills denied th at his actions 
amounted to pressure. “I don’t con­ 
sider that pressure by any means 
because I didn’t twist somebody’s arm 
and tell him ‘You’ve got to do this or 
else,’” he said. “I’ve never done that.” 
The largest single gift to Mills’ 
cam paign was $25,000 from the 
political trust of Associated Milk 
Producers, Inc., the largest dairy co­ 
operative in the nation. Dairymen Inc. 
gave $12,500 and Mid-America Dairy­ 
men gave $16,000. 
President Nixon received at least 
$437,000 from these same groups, but 
the money amounted to less than one 
per cent of the total $60 million raised 
by his campaign. 
In addition to the recorded and 
apparently legal dairy gifts to Mills’ 
campaign, Associated Milk Producers 
Inc. also dipped into its corporate 
treasury to pay salaries and expenses 
of two workers in the early draft-Mills 
campaign, before he declared himself 
an active candidate. 
This apparently illegal corporate 
donation was made public only last 
week. “If I’d had any knowledge, 
certainly it would not have been 
received,” Mills said. “But I was 
unaware of what was going on in the 
socalled ‘draft-Mills’ 
(campaign).” 
Columnist Hoi Boyle Dies 
O f Heart Attack At Age 63 


NEW YORK (AP) - Hal Boyle, a 
gentle spirit in an ungentle world, has 
died at 63. 
Harold Vincent Boyle was for 30 
years as much a fixture in hundreds of 
American newspapers as the weather 
report. His promise was always, in 7,- 
680 columns for The Associated Press, 
a brighter tomorrow. 
Boyle died of a heart attack at his 
home here Monday. 
Funeral arrangements tentatively 
include a memorial service in New 
York, where he worked more than half 
his life as a daily columnist. Burial will 
be in Kansas City, Mo., the place of his 
birth. 
Boyle’s death cam e four months 
after he had learned that he was the 
victim of a rare, crippling, incurable 
d is e a s e —a m y o tro p h ic la te r a l 
schlerosis. The disease is more 
commonly known as “ Lou Gehrig’s 
disease” because it felled the famed 
baseball player. 
In his last column, which appeared 
Feb. 22, Boyle wrote:

adventure that enabled me to meet 
thousands of people, 67 countries and 
every continent but the Antarctic. 
“I am somewhat abashed that my 
wordage output is four times more 
than that of William Shakespeare. But 
I savor the fact that it enabled me to 
have more bylined stories on the main 
wires of The Associated Press than 
any other writer in its 126 years.” 
Boyle won early fame as a war 
correspondent. But in the unsettled 
times between conflicts he solaced and 
soothed millions of readers with gentle 
thoughts such as this: 
“If the Lord whispers in your secret 
heart that you had but one month to 
live and let pick that month, which 
would you choose. I’d say October. 
“The wind of night now has become 
a violin playing a love song for the 
young, a last tune of youth for the 
old...” 
Boyle, with thousands of GIs, 
stumbled into World War II on the 
shores of Africa. He walked with them 
to Berlin, then lugged his typewriter to 
the Pacific theater to chronicle their 
daily experiences on that front. 
His column became a staple in more 
than 700 newspapers. He wrote about 
such things as “the dazed relief of 
climbing out of the ditch, moments 
later weak-kneed but knowing for the 
first time how wonderful it is to be 
really alive... when someone is trying 
to take life from you.” 
For his “ distinguished corre­ 
spondence” he was awarded the 
Pulitzer Prize in 1944, but an equally 
treasured prize was the Omar N. 
Bradley award of the Veterans of 
Foreign Wars won in 1950 for his 
Korean war coverage.

Hot Star 
Flim-Flams 
Mariner IO 


PASADENA, Calif. (AP) - A 
mysterious object detected by Mariner 
IO has turned out to be a very hot star 
rather than a moon. 


The extremely bright object at first 
was believed to be a moon circling the 
planet Mercury, which Mariner has 
been photographing. 


But Dr. A. Lyle Broadfoot of the Kitt 
Peak National O bservatory near 
Tucson, Ariz., said Monday it was a 
star in the constellation Corvus. 
He said an instrum ent aboard 
Mariner which was sweeping space in 
search of a moon was designed to 
search for an atmosphere around 
Mercury and had not been expected to 
detect stellar radiation. 
Dr. James Dunne, Mariner project 
scientist, said the confusion arose 
when both Mercury and the object 
grew fainter as Mariner shot away 
from Mercury at 24,000 miles an hour. 
He explained that quick calculations 
indicated that the object’s movement 
and change in brightness could be the 
pattern of a moon circling the planet. 
“That was an unfortunate coin­ 
cidence that fooled us,” Dunne said. 
He said that after the moon theory 
was announced at a news conference 
Sunday “a couple of bright young 
navigation scientists” noticed there 
was a star in the area and might be 
what was believed a moon. 
It was later discovered that the 
object actually w asn’t becoming 
dimmer as Mariner moved away.

Council Moves Slowly On Lifting Controls 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Cost of 
Living Council is leaving until last the 
lifting of wage and price controls from 
industries it considers to be the most 
inflation-prone in the economy, in­ 
cluding food, steel and health. 
However, the council lifted controls 
Monday from 165 other industries in its 
biggest action yet to decontrol the 
economy in advance of the April 30 
deadline for ending most if not all 
controls. 
Industries included in the latest 
decontrol action were banks and other 
financial institutions, the apparel 
industry, hotels, motion pictures and 
furniture and home furnishings. 
Council director John T. Dunlop said 


these industries did not have serious 
inflation problems, but it nevertheless 
was likely there would be some price 
increases. 
Dunlop said the industries re­ 
maining subject to controls were those 
where inflationary pressures were 
considered the worst. Besides food, 
steel and health, industries still sub­ 
ject to controls include copper, retail 
auto sales, machinery, construction 
and wages of state and local govern­ 
m ent employes, including school 
teachers. 
However, unless Congress grants a 
last-m inute reprieve to the ad­ 
ministration’s controls, all controls 
will end April 30. The administration 


has asked authority to continue con­ 
trols in some specific areas, such as 
health and construction, but Congress 
so far has indicated it prefers to let the 
entire program die April 30. 


There is some disagreement within 
the administration on how serious the 
price bulge might be in some areas 
when controls are lifted. 


Top administration 
officials, 
in­ 
cluding Treasury Secretary George P. 
Shultz, and Chairman Herbert Stein of 
the Council of Economic Advisers have 
indicated they feel the ending of all 
controls would have little effect on 
most prices, although they give at 
least luke-warm support to the 


proposal for continuing selective 
controls. 
Dunlop has publicly warned that 
health costs could rise sharply without 
some continuing controls, and council 
officials are known to be concerned 
that prices in steel, food and con­ 
struction also could get out of hand. 


About 24 per cent of all consumer 
prices and 27 per cent of the labor force 
remained subject to price and wage 
control after Monday’s action.

An apparent tornado, that one 
witness said “sounded like three 
railroad trains coming down the 
street,” danced across Cincinnati 
Monday night. I^ow-lying parts of 
Akron were evacuated because of 
flooding early today as Ohio got its 
first taste of heavy summer weather. 
No injuries were reported. 
A tornado hit, meanwhile, at a 
trailer park in the Jeffersonville area 
of Fayette County, sending nine to the 
hospital, authorities said. 
Three were admitted for treatment 
of minor injuries, officials said, and 
the others were treated and released. 
An estimate on the damage to the 
park was not available. 
The park is about eight miles north 
of Washington Court House. 


The Cincinnati funnel apparently 
touched down at two spots about three 
miles apart, narrowly missing the 
downtown area. 
Historic Music Hall was shaken, but 
authorities said damage was slight. 
Police said the tornado apparently 
touched down near Union Terminal, 
then skipped to the Eden Park area at 
the eastern edge of the city where roofs 
were torn from houses, sending a wave 
of debris through the neighborhood. 
The roof of one home floated 300 feet 
and landed on top of a tree. Hardest hit 
was a blocking Cincinnati Sheet 
Metal Co. warehouse, which lost its tin 
roof. 
The twister hit about 9: IO p.m. and 
was accompanied by a downpour. 
Workmen repaired downed electrical 
lines late into the night. Trees were 
uprooted and a number of cars over­ 
turned. 
The National W eather Service 
reported winds gusting up to 68 miles 
per hour at Greater Cincinnati and 
Lunken airports. 
The storm came at the end of a day 
that saw temperatures climb to a 
record 86 in the Marietta area and the 
60s and 70s elsewhere. 
Then, a cold front pushed through 
Ohio, triggering the storms. 
Behind the cold front, skies were to 
clear off in the state today, letting 
readings climb to the 50s and 60s under 
sunny skies. 
Readings were to drop into the 40s or 
low 50s tonight under clear skies and 
more mild weather was on tap for 
Wednesday, with highs in the upper 50s 
and 60s. 
Tornadic winds that swept through 
areas of the Southeast have left two 
dead, scores injured and wide-spread 
property damage. 
One of the dead was identified as 
Willie McCarey, killed Monday night 
when his mobile home was overturned 
by high winds north of Huntsville, Ala. 
McCarey’s wife and three children 
were 
hospitalized. 
Authorities 
reported four other persons in the area 
were injured.

A tornado swooped down the 
sprawling IOO Oaks Shopping Center in 
Nashville, Tenn., where hundreds of 
persons were shopping. Windows were 
blown out, stores were inundated and 
debris was strewn about. 
High winds smashed into Central 
State Hospital, a few miles eastward, 
collapsing part of one building, 
blowing away a guard shack and 
knocking out power to the 1,800-patient 
hospital.

Cut Demand 
For Energy 
Panel Urges 


WASHINGTON (A P) 
- A Ford 
Foundation study says the governm ent 
should seriously consider steps to slow 
or halt the growth of energy dem and 
instead of concentrating on fullscale 
developm ent of energy resources. 
T he re p o rt, re le a se d over the 
weekend, said most of the nation’s 
rem aining fossil fuels are in public 
lands and offshore. 
It added that “the pace at which the 
federal lands are opened can play a 
key role in determ ining the over-all 
rate of energy growth, the mix of fuels 
and the degree to which the nation 
m ust rely on im ports.” 
The two-year private study by the 
foundation’s Energy Policy Project 
noted 
that 
“ for 
the 
present, 
the 
decision has been m ade to rapidly 
develop all federal energy resources 
sim ultaneously.” 
But the report asserted: “ It will be 
far m ore difficult to ensure a fair 
return to the public from the leasing of 
its resources and to protect the envi­ 
ronm ent under a program of rapid 
developm ent.” 
The study said the country’s growth 
rate of energy dem and, now about 3.4 
per cent a year, could be continued 
through this 
century 
with 
all-out 
developm ent of resources. 
However, it said this growth rate 
could instead be cut in half, with no 
m ajor disadvantages, by a concerted 
effort to conserve energy through 
better use of it.

How does a little stroke 
differ from a big one? 
Mrs. K.R., R.I. 
Dear Mrs. R.: 
The term “little stroke” obviously 
was created to differentiate between it 
and a major stroke. 
All strokes mean that the blood 
supply to a particular part of the brain 
has been interfered with. Blood that 
contains oxygen is the lifeline of 
nourishment to the brain. 
Both large and small blood vessels 
carry this vital blood supply from the 
heart to various parts of the brain. 
When the blood circulation in the large 
arteries is affected by a clot or a 
hemorrhage, major symptoms be­ 
come obvious. 
There may be an inability to speak 
or a paralysis of the arm or leg, de­ 
pending on the specific part of the 
brain that is affected. 
With a little stroke that affects a 
small blood vessel, there may be 
symptoms that are so slight that they 
are not identified with the seriousness 
of a regular stroke. A sudden change of 
personality, for example, or a tran­ 
sient loss of memory or an alteration in 
social behavior may be the mild, tem­ 
porary results of a small stroke. Very 
often, these symptoms are not called to

Cut Welfare 
Spending, 
Nixon Urges 


KEY BISCAYNE, Fla. (AP) - 
President Nixon says that because of a 
“major drop” in the country’s welfare 
rolls, Congress should immediately cut 
federal welfare spending by $800 
million. 
Nixon said the decrease of 225,000 
persons last year in the aid for 
dependent children program was 
“encouraging evidence that we are 
beginning to make some progress in 
solving the welfare mess.” 
In a statement issued Saturday, the 
President said the decline to a total 
figure of 10.8 million AFDC recipients 
marked “the first major drop in the 
nation’s welfare rolls in a number of 
years.” 
Nixon credited the welfare drop to 
tougher management by the Depart­ 
m ent of Health, Education and 
Welfare. 
HEW Secretary Caspar W. Wein­ 
berger said Friday in Los Angeles that 
states showing the largest welfare 
decreases were West Virginia, 14.8 per 
cent; Idaho, 13.6 per cent; Nevada, 
10.9 per cent, and Oklahoma, 10.4 per 
cent. 
Declines also were reported by the 
two states with the largest AFDC 
programs — California, 8 per cent, and 
New York, 7.2 per cent.

type of defense capability equality. 
If this line of reasoning continues 
through SALT II, however, America 
will be literally signing away her 
position as the defender of the free 
world. I might add it is no small sur­ 
prise that while we have limited anus, 
Russia has moved full steam ahead 
with her weapons production and 
advanced greatly through the help of 
American technology provided by 
other detente exchange agreements. 
Most alarmingly, by allowing 
the 
Soviets to catch up and even gain 
weapon parity under this false 
scheme, we are letting the balance of 
military might swing decidedly in 
Russia’s favor. The Soviet Union is 
now ahead of the U. S. in every 
category of military equipment. The 
Russian Air Force and Navy passed us 
about four years ago and the Soviets 
have always been stronger than us on 
the ground. In fact, this frightening 
parity “scorecard” reveals that we 
are short 8,500 aircraft, have 300 fewer 
ships than last year and lag behind 
terribly in developing new weapons. 
Defense experts claim U. S. sur­ 
veillance, 
interceptor 
aircraft, 
missiles and missile defenses are 
frightfully 
inadequate, 
making 
us 
vulnerable to enemy attack from 
almost anywhere on the globe. Most of 
them believe that if the present trend 
continues, the U. S. will be at a 
hopeless disadvantage by 1980. 
While we are mothballing ships and 
closing down bases, the Russians are 
building more missiles, testing new 
long-range weapons and developing 
multiple independently-targetable re­ 
entry vehicles (or MIRV’s) before 
western intelligence predicted they 
would. They are also coming up with 
submarine launched nuclear missiles 
similar to the Trident long before 
anybody ever thought they would. 
The great strides made in Russian 
naval might are very disturbing to me. 
The Soviet Union is on a crash naval 
building program. She outnumbers the 
U. 
S. 
in 
the 
highly 
strategic 
Mediterranean Sea, having 80 war­ 
ships to our 60. She is also growing in 
power in the Indian Ocean, will have 
the advantage over everyone else 
when the Suez Canal reopens and could 
slip right in if we stupidly should 
relinquish control of the Panama 
Canal. 
Meanwhile, 
our own ship 
construction is nowhere comparable to 
theirs and hasn’t been for quite some 
years. During the decade of 1962 to 
1972, the Russians built a total of 911 
warships and we constructed 263. 
Since 1960, Soviet anti-ship missiles 
have jumped in number from 400 to 
1400. The average age of the American 
ship has also jumped from six to 18 in 
the period from 1950 to 1968, and that 
is, by no means, a sign of progress. 
Even worse, the number of ships in the 
U. S. Navy’s active fleet has dropped 
from nearly a thousand to 500 since 
1962. 
Certainly, 
arms control or the 
strength of a defense system is not 
entirely based on numbers. But these 
statistics clearly indicate that we have 
some critically im portant policy 
decisions to make before we do any 
more bargaining at SALT. Detente by 
no means should imply that the U. S. 
will take a backseat to Russia simply 
to ease cold war tensions. That would 
be positively ludicrous, but the way 
things have been going I have my 
fears. And, we simply cannot afford to 
sink the U. S. Navy by going overboard 
with future SALT concessions.

Convicted Man 
Sues Police 
Over Rights 


TOLEDO, Ohio (AP) — A man 
convicted of selling hallucinogens has 
filed a $175,000 damage suit against 
four Tiffin policemen and three other 
persons for allegedly reading his mail 
to obtain evidence for a trial. 
Jeffrey Hunter, 25, of Tiffin, filed the 
suit in U.S. District Court seeking 
$25,000 from each person named in his 
action. 
Hunter also wants Judge Don J. 
Young to vacate his 2040 year sen­ 
tence to the Chillicothe Correctional 
Institute and to begin civil rights 
proceedings against the seven. 
Named in the suit were Tiffin Police 
Capt. Frank Wilkinson, officers I^rry 
Stephens, Raymond Dayton and 
James Shobe; Wyandot County Sheriff 
Mark Kauble; a state narcotics agent, 
and a local informant. 
Hunter charged that the seven read 
mail between him and his common-law 
wife Sharon Ratliff, 20, to obtain 
evidence for their mutual trial. 
Miss Ratliff was sentenced to 2040 
years at the Ohio Reformatory for 
aiding and abetting in the drug sales. 
She was sent to the Marysville in­ 
stitution, but released on shock proba­ 
tion. 
Hunter also said in his suit that 
blacks were barred from the grand 
jury which indicted him, that the trial 
was held in a community where 
notoriety of the event had not subsided 
and that he and Miss Ratliff were tried 
at the sam e time to prejudice a jury 
against them. 
The two were arrested last October 
during a raid in Tiffin. 
The defendants have until April 15 to 
respond to the charges.

CLEVELAND, Ohio (AP) - Can­ 
didates agree that 
the 
so-called 
Watergate effect will have a bearing 
on the 23rd Congressional District race 
in Ohio this fall, but they say it is not a 
prominent issue in the May primary. 


Fourteen candidates are seeking the 
House seat now held by Republican 
William E. Minshall. Nine of them— 
three Republicans and six Demo­ 
crats—will be on the primary ballot. 


Minshall, in his 10th consecutive 
term, is not seeking re-election. 
Cleveland City Councilman Dennis 
Kucinich, a Democrat who narrowly 
lost to Minshall in 1972, is making 
another try for Congress. However, 
this time he is running as an inde­ 
pendent, one of five who will face the 
two prim ary winners in the November 
election. 
With Watergate as an issue, the 
Republican nominee will be asked 
some tough questions about President 
Nixon, but he must be careful not to 
offend GOP voters, who comprise 25 
per cent of the district’s registration. 
He also must appeal to the in­ 
dependents. 
Cuyahoga County GOP Co-chairman 
Robert E. Hughes believes that in a 
contest where there is one Democratic

Republican’s best bet is to keep his 
mouth shut about the Nixon ad­ 
ministration.

(Q.) How much is the personal 
exemption for 1973 Federal income tax 
returns? 
(A.) For the tax year 1973, the 
personal exemption remains at $750. 
(Q.) What is the purpose of the 
Presidential 
Election 
Campaign 
Fund? 
(A.) Congress established the fund 
as a means to develop public par­ 
ticipation 
in 
the 
financing 
of 
Presidential Election Campaigns. 
Based on a formula built into the law, 
the funds will be divided between the 
eligible political parties for campaign 
purposes. 
If you wish to participate in this 
program designate that $1 of your tax 
($2 if married, filing jointly) be 
allocated to the fund by checking the 
space on line 8 of your 1973 return. If 
you neglect to check off for 1972, you 
may still do so on your 1973 return in 
the space above the signature line. 
(Q.) I drive a 4-cylinder car. Am I 
entitled to the full gas tax deduction 
permitted by the tables in your Form 
1040 package? 
(A.) No. If your car had four 
cylinders or less, deduct half the table 
amount. 
(Q.) I purchased a copy of your tax 
booklet, “ Your Federal Income Tax” , 
last year to use in preparing my tax 
return. Can I deduct the cost of this 
book on my 1973 return? 
(A.) Yes. Tax assistance expenses 


are deductible. If you want to purchase 
a copy of the 1974 edition of “ Your 
Federal Income Tax” , Publication 17, 
the 192-page booklet is available over- 
the-counter for $1.00 at IRS offices and 
many post offices.

MIAMI (AP) — The Miami Dolphins 
won’t lose I^arry Csonka, Jim Kiick 
and Paul Warfield until the 1975 
season, but the affect of their defection 
to the World Football league could be 
immediate. 
Coach Don Shula’s molding of his 
team 
into a 
close, 
family-type 
relationship has been credited with 
helping them win National Football 
league titles the past two years. 
After the signing of Csonka, Klick 
and Warfield by Toronto of the WFL, 
Shula himself admits he doesn’t know 
what attitude will prevail when 
training camp begins this July. 
“I certainly hope not,” said Shula 
when 
asked

“Our whole goal is to go back to camp, 
put the best players together and try to 


win the Super Bowl again.” 
Shula said he was misquoted Sunday 
as saying he might not want to play 
Csonka, Kiick and Warfield this 
season. 
"I’ve never been confronted with 
this situation before,” he said. “ I 
heard Csonka said they intended to 
honor their commitment and it was the 
responsibility of the club to live up to 
its commitment.” 
Csonka said, “We intend to give the 
Miami fans IOO per cent effort this 
season, so I assume they’ll hold no 
grudges against us.”

Although Clios will be given

About 350 judges drawn

munities in the United States 
and abroad now are assessing 
about 3,800 entries produced 
in more than 30 countries, 
Clio officials say. 
The TV finalists will com­ 
prise possibly 58 categories — 
44 product, 13 technique or 
technical and one campaign 
— although judges don’t have 
to select a winner in each 
category, the officials said. 
Many of the award-winning 
TV commercials, from the 
United States and abroad, 
will appear on the program 
with the usual entertainment 
fare that accompanies the 
Oscar, Tony and Emmy 
shows, Evans said.
